2. 1b the tali of 1994, 1 was President aad ma|Ofity shareholder of ScieMific Research 
ManagemeBt Coiporation, whidi siibsequeiitly diaiged its name to Net^wk 
lisigiMerii§g Software (''NES''), For coiwenieBce^ I refer to thg^ compaiiy as '"NES'" 
throughout this declaration, 

3 . Ib this time frame, NES vms in the biismess of assembling, mstallmg ami sen^king 
computers and computer networks for its ciieritSv The genen^i public was Jiist 
begmnmg to mss the mtemet, and siiaiiy of KES"" clients were asking its assistance m 
ooi^nectmg to the intemet, estafalishmg a website presence aiKl directmg traffic to 
their website. Several of these clients were located in HonoMu^ Hawaii, and I 
discussed these ismm with tbem on a biisin^sss tdp there m the fail of 1994. 

4. During my besiness trip in the fell of 1 994, several of NES' Hawaii customers 
imentioned problems that they were ha\4ng with Yahoo t a company that had an on- 
line dii^etor)^ of web pages to whom NES' customers paid a fee to have their \¥efe 
pages listed. At diis time, Yahoo! required that its customers ©mail it a proposed, 
listing that Yahoo! would then edit and categories, 

5* The problems NES' customers were eBcomt^riBg included Yahoo! ehatiging tiie text 
of the Hs&igs thereby creaiirig iBaocuiaeies and typo^^pliical e^TOi-s^ and YMioo! 
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impK>perly categcdMBg tlie EsCmgi. makmg it difSciit Ibr thiM parties to locatev 
FiirtliOTBore, if NBB' ei^tem^r waited to modify or i^pdate Its lktmg> it was 
required to agaisi email its d^^ige^ to Yaboo!, asid the same editorial aad 
catogori^aiiion prcwBS Iraospired cmcc agaiB< M ad^ilioB to tho.^e fimdamcntal 
problems^ customers of Yalioo! w€f e required to have a wsb page am! a web addi^ss 
prior to postmg a listmg on Y aboo?, makmg it an expaa^ive proc^ess as wd! for &oso 
customers who only had one or neither- 

6. As. a result, of the problems NES' ciMomers were Imvmg with Yahoo!, I began to 
tliiiiii of ways to solve tliese problems. J conceived of the coiicept tbr what eveBtimlly 
became koowa m the **Intemet Front Door' by at least November 26, 1994. 

7. I recall ibis specifically because I attended a bigli scbool reimion at the Sheraton 
Boxbomugh m Boxborough, Massachusetts on that date> and discussed NES and its 
internet business goals with William &rmedy, a high sek>ol classmate whom I 
imderstood was eonBeeted to &e ventore capital business. I ksiow that I had 
concei ved of the teemet Front rXK>r when I had this milk! disciission with Mi\ 
Kennedy because I \ms mterested Ib raismg capital for NES m thai ii could pursue 
the fetetnat FroBt l3oor and oihet Mms the cmnpmxy had for internet-based prodo-cts^, 

8. After tlie discussion with Mr. Kersnedy at out high school reuniots,, he was interested 
in learning more about NES and its products, and we subsequently scheduled 
DOTber 16, 1994 for Mm to visit the company in San Jose. Caiiforoia. 

9. The Merriet Front Door idea iucluded a website with a database that was awessibk 
by users of the mtemet Users who accessed the webai&^ with a standard web bro wser 
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codd fill 0ist a fetm &) create a listing or esitry, wliich could fe^lade text, graphics, a 
oBifmm tesouix^e locator or a categoty $peci&aliy selected or created l>y the met. If 
m. mimxmt usm created such a listing, he or slie eould post it m the database withoiit 
any editing or categorkmg by thiej website provider or otte third panj^ Eacs^ Iktiog 
was- identified tlirough a iBiique tomsaction ID» mid a user could access- Ms or her 
listmg or miry ami update or mxlify it i?i tml time. Ai! entries posted on the weMte 
dai^-ba^e wm? ji^earcbable <m the website by users of tlie itriemet. 

10. CM December 1 6^ 1994^ I met with Mr, Kennedy at NES' oiSces m Sau Jose. I 
believe tliat Mr. Coky may have also attmded the meetmg. I'he meeting lasted tor 
the momiBg m4 we then had limch. During the meeting, I discussed the Internet 
Front Door concept v^dtfe Mn Kemedy a high levei, deseribing it as a gateway 
aHomiig an internet custodier to publiah Information on a website database without 
third parly editings and aliovving tlie user to coiitrol atid iBodify that entry. 

1 L Oil December 2L 1 994^, Mr. Keimedy sent rae a letter foOowing tile meeting 
confinBing our discussions^ a Irae aad correct copy of whicli is attached hereto as 
Exhibit L 

12. 1 hired co4rwentor Cliristopher Coley as an indeperidem contractor in late srmimerj 
1994. Ifc initially worked ob network set \ips and connecting NES' clients to the 
internet, and tlieii joined the compsiiy Ml time ef&ctive Jatmary I , J 995 > After be 
started an employee* Mr. Cctley was primarily involved In setting the NES* data 
center^ wliicii was the underlying iDirastnicture for hosting clientfs' websites on a 
database that is connected to fee internet. 
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13. to Febroaty 1995^ Mr, Coley begar^ writing tlie source code for tiie fotemet FtoM 
Door, He was workmg on sevens! otber prq|€=ets at tbe time,, inotoding a Biolti-homed 
sewer and a fttewaO product Coley' s prograimmng work for fee iBternet Front 
Door Included HTML code. CGI scripts and the code that would implement the 
&BOtiaiiaiity &r users to create aad modify feeir database listmgs, 

.14. rhe iimt embodimem of the JMemet Front Door concept was the Golf USA website.; 
a trae mid correct gr^^hicai excerpt of which is attached hereto avS Exhibit 2. The 
Golf USA database included golf coioises throughout the United States, and inten^et 
users could add and modify golf coi^rse database eBtiics in the sanie fasMon as I had 
originally conceived, 

1 5. Users were able to add golf course entries to tbe site, and index their entri.es in 
categories of their cboosmg a;Song wtli an associated description of fee golf course. 
If no SBltable category was available, users could cresate a new category with a 
categot>^ description pnwided by the user, 

16- Users could log into the site using a User ID md password to access md update their 
entries. Ar mdication we named a Transaction ID was stored in the database that 
associated the user's entry wit^^ infiirmatioii and content related with ti>e entr>^ 

17. NES applied for registrution of the domain name for goifi3sa.net on May 9, 1995 mid 
it was registered on May 16<, 1995. A troe and correct copy of the application and 
domain, name registration ate attached hereto as ExMbits 3 and 4. The source code 
fi>r the Golf USA website was wntten during April and May^ 1995, as e videnced io 
the true ami coixeet excerpts of source code tiles attached hereto as Exhibit 5. 



The Oolf USA website was avaliable to users of ilie internet by at least May 12, 1995, 
as evidenced i?^ an. MES log file ^^howing access iTom outskle the HES server, a ttue 
and correct copy of wMek is attached as Exhibit 6.
